AMENDMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 

U.S. Application No. 09/488,971 and Attorney Docket No. STL000015US1 / A8519 

REMARKS 

Pending claims 1-21 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over the shareware program ezWriter 2.0 for Windows (hereinafter the M ez Writer" 
program), by Lance Vaughn of Atlanta, IN and dated August 5, 1998, as downloaded from 
<http://www.winsite.com> on June 22, 2003 (see application screenshots, pages 1-15). 

Applicants amend claim 1 to recite that "the hierarchically related content entities further 
comprise a parent container type and a child container type, wherein parent containers can 
contain child containers, and child containers can contain content entities" (see also claims 4, 8, 
11, 15 and 18). The ezWriter program fails to teach or suggest this feature of the claims. 

To the contrary, the ezWriter program describes creating an ezWriter file, Le. outline file, 
which is an ASCII text file (ezWriter documentation: pages 7-8). This ezWriter file serves as an 
index of one or more RTF (Rich Text Format) files (Id.). The ezWriter file is parsed so that an 
Outline Window can list, in a hierarchical structure, all of the RTF files that a user has included 
in their collection of files (ezWriter documentation: page 4). Each entry in the outline will have 
an RTF file created for it (ezWriter documentation: page 8). 

According to the ezWriter program, all of the content entities are RTF files. The 
ezWriter program fails to teach or suggest that these RTF files "further comprise a parent 
container type and a child container type, wherein parent containers can contain child containers, 
and child containers can contain content entities", as recited in claim 1 (see also claims 4, 8, 11, 
15 and 18). 
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Instead, the ezWriter program describes a naming convention (using periods), wherein 
the relationships between the RTF files listed in an outline file can be stored. This naming 
convention of the ezWriter program does not correspond to the recited parent container type, 
which can contain child containers, or the recited child container type, which can contain content 
entities (see claims 1, 4, 8, 11, 15 and 18). 

For at least the above exemplary reasons, claims 1-21 are patentable over the ezWriter 
program. 

Applicants add new claims 22-39. Applicants submit that these claims are patentable at 
least by virtue of their dependency. 

As a formal matter, the Examiner provides a signed and initialed copy of the Form PTO- 
1449 submitted with Applicants' IDS filed on April 24, 2000, thereby indicating consideration of 
the references cited therein. 

Furthermore, submitted herewith for filing in the present application is a Compact Disc- 
Recordable (CD-R) having recorded thereon an ASCII text computer program listing prepared in 
compliance with C.F.R. §1.96, and a duplicate copy of the CD-R. The computer program listing 
was created and stored on the CD-R in IBM-PC format using a Microsoft Windows operating 
system. Each CD-R is physically labeled with the title of the invention, the docket/application 
numbers of the application, the creation date of the CD-R and an indication of the inventorship. 
Two copies of the CD-R are provided (numbered CD #1 of 1 / Copy 1 and CD #1 of 1 / Copy 2, 
respectively), with each copy containing the file detailed below.
